Some customers have been 
charged for services Such as 
telephone credit cards，which 
they did not order， while 
others were not told they 
were eligible for a Service 
called Lifeline，which costs 
$1.48 per month and does not 
require an $80 deposit. 
Families of five earning Up 
to $19,100 a year are eligible 
for the Lifeline service， 


Pacific Bell will mail 
notices in English，Chinese， 
Korean， Vietnamese and 


Spanish to all of its custom- 
ers in September and October 
informing them that the com- 
pany might oOowe them 8a 
refund for services they did 
not order，which would be 


paid in telephone service 
credit or by check， if 
requested. It will also 


explain Pacific Bell's basic 
and optional services. 

Although Pacific Bell is 
only required by the Public 
Utilities Commission to send 


refund notices to its esiden- 
tial customers，it will send 
similar materials to its 
business customers. 


CHARGES 


Customers who changed 
their telephone Service Since 
Jan. 1，1985$ will recelve 
letters which 1list thelir 
current monthly Service 
charges. 

Jack Saunders，a Spokesman 
for Pacific Bell，described the 
plan as a "make 8good pro- 
Sram.” 

"The management of our 
marketing program was not 
very good,”he Said.

The history of the Chinese SIX 
Companles dates back to the gold- 
rush arrlival ofChinesein 9an Eran- 
clsc0. Responding to the lawless- 
Dess of the time，beginning with 
the early 18$0'S$,， immligrants from 
Varlous districts in Guangdong， 
Primarily the Pearl River Delta 
reglon, formed district asSoclations 
or companles for mutual ald and to 
Provide Protection for their mem- 
bers. Ihese organlzations also 
Spoke as a Single volce in dealings 
with the larger communlity.， Dur- 
ing the 1860s, when there were SIX 
district asSoclations, they were col- 
lectively known to the outside 
world as the Chinese SIX Compa- 
nies. Later in 1882, a single entity， 
the Chinese Consollidated Benevo- 
lent Association，was formed with 
the distrlct assoclations as Imem- 
bers. Although its membership 
changed to seven, elght, and then 
back down to seven in the Subse- 
quent decades，use of the term 
“Chinese Six Companlies”con- 
tinued . 

OUtside Chinatown，observers 
blame the fragmented set-uUpP of 
the SIX Companles for what ap- 
Pears to be continued political dls- 
unlty within Chinatown. 工 hey look 
at Chinese San Franclsco's lack of 
political clout and inablility to elect 
a_ full-term representative to the 
board of supervlsors in a clty-wWide 
election， JIn San Francisco'Ss his- 
tory，only five politicians of Chil- 
nese descent have held city-wide 
posts: Harry Low on the Munici- 
pal Court and a few on the school 
board . 


The set-up of the SIx Compa- 
njes ls confusing to many, Includ- 
ing its Own members，because of 
the peculiar way it chooses lts lead- 
ers. Based on the percentage of the 
population from each district of 
Guangdong, the Diaionthly rotat- 
ing leadership gives each district 
assSociation a term in the presl- 
dency. The largest assocliationy the 
Ning Yung(whose members made 
Up almost $0 percent of the Imrml- 
grants before World War II), heads 
the Chinese SIX Companies three 
tlmes each year. 

Many within the Chinese com- 
mlnity see the male-only, primar- 
jly Cantonese-Speaking organlZa- 
tion gradually changing. To in- 
crease its political clout within the 
San Franclsco political Structure， 
the association hired lawyer Mar- 
vin Lewis to represent lt in politi- 
cal matters. Six Companies watch- 
ers point to other changes, Includ- 
ing the hosting of ameeting on the 
Chinatown master plan as well as a 
gradual shift to using more Eng- 
lish within the organlzatlon. 

Wil the Chinese Six companles 
ever lose lits infuence within the 
comImnunlty? 

“They will still be a force in the 
community，because of their 1m-

fell through. 

The bank was founded by 
real estate businessman Ben 
Hom and deposits peaked at 
over $600 million lin 1985$， 
about half of which came 
from Chinese American depo- 
SitorS， 

Many of the stockholders 
were also Chinese and they 
blame Hom for many of the 
problems at the old Unlited. 


Since _ the old bank was fed- 
erally insured，no depositors 
lost money ”when the bank 
failed. 

James Ng of Hibernla 
Bancshares and the president 
of Unlited earlier this year 
briefed the press on the 


turnaround conditions at the 
new United Savings Bank.

The question for many 
homeowners these days is 
"Should I refinance my home 
mortgage?" With interest 
rates Tecently at thelir lowest 
point in Several years，and 
Some mortgage money 
recently available at single 
digit rates，many people are 
considering this opportunity. 

The Federal Home Loan 
Mortgage Corp. recently 
reported .that for five 
consecutive weeks last April 
mortgage rates fell below 10 
percent on the average，their 
lowest point Since November 
1978. About a month ago the average interest rate offered 
by- lenders on 30-year，conventional fixed-rate mortgages 
dropped to 10.61 percent compared to 12.13 percent 3a year 
ago (a 13 percent decrease). Last week the prime rate (the 
lowest lnterest rate that commercial banks charge their 
most credit-worthy customers) dropped to 8 percent， Many 
analysts believe that the lower -interest rates will prevail 
for the rest of the year. 

How much money would you Save by refinancing? Well， 
let's look at an example: Let's Say four years ago0 you 
purchased a home for $100,000 and financed $80,000 of it 
at 13 percent on 3a 30 year conventional 1loan. Your 
monthly payments excluding lmpounds would be around 
$885.， The total amount of interest on the loan over the 
30-years would be around $238,500. ， Now 1let's say you 
want to refinance._ On July 13$，a loan officer at the 
Bank of the Orient on Sixth Ave. quoted me their current 
rate as 10.73 percent on 30 year conventional loans of 
under $133,250. Assuming the balance of your mortgage 
was around $78,000，a_ new 1loan at 10.75$ percent for 30 
years would result in new monthly payments of around 
$728 and the total lnterest over the 30 years would be 
around $184,000. AS you can See，there could be very 


Significant savings: $157 per month and over $34,500 in 
interest Over 30 years on a _ before-tax basis. 


However，refinancing may not be the best move for 
everyone. Other things to conslider lnclude: the "upfront 
costs"，the length of time you anticipate remaining in 
your home，the dollar amount to be refinanced and the 
Spread in interest rates between your current mortgage 
and what you can now obtain. 


The upfront costs in refinancing a home mortgage can 
be Substantial， These costs include "points,”appraisal fees， 
title Searches and insurance，and application fees. Each 
pboint is 1 percent of the amount of the mortgage and 
generally ranges _ between two to four points on a typical 
30-year loan，depending upon the lending institution and 
locale (mortgages applied through the Bank of the Orient 
last month required two_ points plus 9250 on loans under 
$133,250)， Thus，if you were to refinance a 9$125,000 
mortgage， points alone could cost you between 3$2,500 to 
$5,000. In addition to the points，the other closing costs 
may run another two percent . By the time you add up 
all of the closing costs，you may be stuck with paying 2 
percent to 6 percent of your loan in advance fees， 

Unlike points incurred when you orlglinally purchased 
your home，which are tax-deductible in the ycar paid，the 
IRS has recently ruled that points on a refinancing can 
only be written off over the term of the new mort8age. 
The federal tax code provides that points are only 
deductible in the year paid if they are paid in connection 
connection connection with the purchase or improvement 
of your principal residence，are securecd by the reslidence 
and meet certain other requiremcntSs， The IRS says that 
points paid to refinance an existing home mortgage arc 
for repaying the existing indebtedness and therefore are 
not paid in connection with the purchase or Improvement 
of the home.， Here's an example: If you paid two points 
on a $125,000 30-year loan，the points would be $2,500. 
Under the new IRS rules you can only deduct $6.94 pcr 
month or $83.33 for an entire year， If you are mrarricd 
and have a combined taxable income of $30,000，and let's 
say you paid paid the points on July 1，1986，you would 
lose _ the benefit of $2,458 worth of deductions as opposed 
to deducting the entire $2,500 on your 1986 tax return. 
This would result in $840 more in taxes on Your federal 
Teturn.

刍 new breed of Asian gang is tormenting Sacra- 
mento s vUnerable Chinese immigrant businesses. 

They are mobile，loosely knit bands of young 
Chinese from Vietnam and Hong Kong bent on 
terForizing their Own people for quick money，. 

These marauding newcomers have engaged in 
extortions，armed robberies，gunrunning and even 


out-of-town murder，alarmed authorities in Sacra- 
mento and other communities Say. 

Mostly in their teens and 20s and armed with guns 
and Cantonese dialects，they count on the fear of 
retaliation and language barriers inhibiting recent 
arrivals. 

Thus far，they have Stayed away from the 
established Chinese American businesses. 

Investigators close to the scene are reluctant to 
venture 3 guess on the Strength of Suspected gang 
Imembers because of their elusive ties with far-flung 
outside groups. 

But they figure those engaged in local extortion 
rackets range from 30 to 50 among tbese disparate, 


ethnic Subgroups: North Vietnamese Chinese，Soutt 
Vietnamese Chinese，Hong Kong Chinese and Viet- 
namese. 

In_ recent months，Sacramento authorities 一 1ong 
frustrated with reluctance by Asian newcomers to 
report crimes Or cooperate with police 一 are 
achieving Some bleakthrough. 

Stepped-up teamwork among the county Sheriff's 
Department's first-ever Asian unit，Sacrarmento city 
police and other law enforcement agencies has led to 
a string of arrests and, in rare cases，convictions. 

At least four of 3a total of nine extortion cases 
reported to police Since last October have resulted in 
the convictions of three culprits，including a 17-year- 
old. 

Dogged pursuit of two reported cases of armed， 
robbery at family associations in downtown Sacra- 
Imento have led detectives to one recent arTest. 

In the first holdup，stll unsolved，an innocent 
bystander was Shot and crippled for life. 

In the latest robbery，last April，gunmen shot up 
the ceiling and pistol-whipped two patrons. 

One Suspect from San Francisco 一 in custody 
under $100,000 bail 一 _ has been bound over to 
Superior Court on robbery and assault charges. 

In the unincorporated area of the county, 6 to 12 


armed robberies of refugee homes and businesses 
were reported each year in the 1983-1985 period. 

Those robberies were committed by Vietnamese 
Chinese gangs，said Asian community liaison officer 
Michael Tsuchida. “Last year we Started cracking 
down on them,”he Said. 

“We were able to identify most of them，all 
juveniles. Then all of a sudden we have no reported 
robberies this year. We have extortions but no 
robberies.” 

Just last week，3a young Vietnamese Chinese 
refugee was arrested for allegedly Shooting up the 
downtown home of a Chinese businessman who would 
notipay extortion money. 

Bail for 25-year-0ld_Suspect Van Benh 立 was 
raised from $5,000 to $150,000 by Judge Gary 有 ansorm 
after local authorities explained they were afraid he 
was a risk to flee，according to police Sgt，、Joe 
Tahara. 


“This guy travels a lot, and we didn't want him to 
get away,” the Asian officer Said. “We hope this 
arrest will encourage other victims to come for- 
Ward.” 

In a city-county teamwork，police Officer Darrell 
Fong and Sheriff's Deputy 开 dward Ching arrested Y 
and charged him with trying to extort $5,000 from the 
57-year-old immigrant. 

“He had gone to the victim's business and 
demanded the money,'”Tahara said. “When the 
victim refused,，Y returned nine hours later and fired 
two Shotgun blasts into the doors and walls of the 
Place.”

In all, since October, eight Chinese businesses and a 
Vietnamese grocery in the Sacramento area have 
reported extortion threats to authorities. 

In most cases，the suspects were identified through 
the cooperation of the victims，who run restaurants in 
Cowntown and suburbs. And police are keeping a watch 
on them . 

In three cases 一 all involving thriving restaurants 
一 the culprits were fined or given jail terms plus 
probations. 

But in a fourth case involving 3a Rancho Cordova 
restaurant， county investigators report， six young 
Vietnamese Chinese demanded money from the manag- 
er who gave $150. 

The manager identified two juvenile suspects from 
a photo lineup who were Subsequentiy arrested. Both 
had criminal records.

He 
understood he was taking chances.” 

Witnesses were able to identify only the 17-year-old 
from a photo lineup. 

“He was the first juvenile to be convicted of 
extortion involving Chinese businesses,"” Said Reeves. 

“This is plain gang activity，and this case proves 让 
can be stopped.”
